Te CARE 
AND FEEDING OF 
‘BROOD SOWS 


- (Experimental Farms Note) 
The main essentials in the success- 
ful wintering of brood sows are reas- 


‘4, ‘onably warm, dry quarters, good, 
-wholesome food and plenty of exer- 
cise. 

An expensive piggery is neither 
necessary nor ‘desirable in wintering 
‘sows.A building that ts heated by, the 


“wermth of the animal themselves is |* 


‘Very*hard to ventilate properly and 
is usually damp and artificial heating 
it altogether too expensive. Another. 
“drawback to the piggery is that the 
sows are too closely confined and do 
“not get sufficient exercise. Experi- 
ence has shown that sows wintered 
outside in the A-shaped cabin or itt a 
straw pile, and fed at some distance 
from’ the cabin so as to force them to 
take exercise, will produce stronger, 
heatthier and more thrifty litters than 
those wintered in the piggery. 
; The time of breeding will vary ac- 
cording to conditions. The usual 
period of gestation is 114 days, or 
‘roughly speaking, three months, three 
weeks and three ueye If warm far- 
rowing pens are available, the sows 
may be bred to farcow abut the end 
of February, but if they are not 
available the middle of April is soon 
enough. Sows, when bred, should be 
in good thrifty condition and should be 
kept in good condition throughout the 
winter but,not fat. 

The choice of feeds will depend 
largely on the feeds available and the 
price. -Fattening feeds, such as bar- 
ley, grade A screenings, corn, etc., 
should not form more than half the 
ration at any time during the winter 
and towards farrowing the proportion 
should be still further decreased. 

‘Oats, either whole or crushed, and 
shorts are the two feeds that should 
be. depended upon to furnish the 
growthy part of-the ration, as_ they 
are usually available, and are very 
‘satisfactory. If possible, the ration 
should include at least5% of digester 

, tankage, which may be obtained from 
‘any of the large meat packing com- 
panies. 

: .Sows may be fed either dry feed or 
slop. The dry feed has the advan- 
tage of making less work and giving 
equally good results, the most impor- 
tant part of the feeding being that it 
should be regular both as to time and 
‘quantity. Twice a day is often enough 
for feeding, and there should’ be 
plenty of trough room so that each sow } 
hasan equal chance. Water should 
be given regularly with the chill tak- 
en off. A sow will not drink water if 
it is ice cold. 
' About ten days or two weeks before 
farrowing the sows should be kept in 
separate pens and handled as much as 
possible to make them quiet and trac- 
table. A-sow that is used to being 
handled gives much less trouble and 
fs more likely to save all her litter 
than one that is wild and nervous. 
Also, if any trouble occurs at farrow- 
ing, there is a better chance of sav- 
ing the young pigs if-the sow is quiet 
and tractable—N. D. MacKenzie, Act- 
ing Superintendent, Indian Head, 
Sask.

According to-the report of the 
Canadian Bureau of Mines, in 1915, 
‘here was produced 4,378,947,000 
cubic feet valued at $1,037,919, which 
is equivalent to 23.7c. per thousand 
cubic feet—the heat that could’ be 
obtained from upwards of two hun- 
dred thousand tons of coal. 

The Natural Gases of Alberta are 
Known as ‘“wet” and “dry.” The 
former is a profitable source of gas 
lino, and already a_ considerable 
amount of that fluid has been pro- 
duced, with a probable greatly in- 
creased production in the near fu- 
ture.

Wm. Thompson, who returned from 
overseas in the summer, was the re- 
cipient recently of a beautiful watch 
from the community of Lancaster, 
Ontario. Mr. Thompson at one time 
resided in Lancaster, but now is a 
citizen of Red Deer. Lancaster com- 
munity made presentations of three 
hundred watches in all. The watch 
was accompanied by a fitting letter, 
which we publish: 

To our Veterans of the Great War. 
Sirs: 

We, your friends and neighbors* are 
gathered here this evening to extend 
to you a hearty welcome upon your 
safe return from the fields of battle, 
to the peaceful shores of your native 
land, and to show you in some small 
way our’ appreciation of the services 
you have rendered on our behalf for 
King and Country.

line, have equalled, yes, and it Is not 
presumptuous to-say, have surpassed 
the glorious achisvements of the past, 
and t+have brought to Canada a name 
and a fame that will be as Snsuring 
and lasting as time. 

Now. Sirs, while honoring you for 
vour glorious exploits, and expressing 
our gratitude to God for kis merciful 
providence in watching over you, and 
‘sending you safely home to loved 
ones, we cannot forget those who have 
gone forth with you, and who now 
sleep in “Flanders flelds where pop- 
pies grow.” For those we express our 
admiration, and to their parents and 
friends, who wait in vain for their 
return, we offer our most heartfelt 
symparthy and codolence, and we con- 
sole them with the ‘noble saying of the 
old Roman poet, “Dulce et decorum 
pro patria mori,” it is sweet and 
beautiful to die for one’s country.” 

And now, Sirs, with deep appre- 
ciation: for your services, and sin-

One. of tha unsolved: mysteries “of 
the Pacific {s ‘that. of the “Beeswax 
Ship.” Up ‘and ‘down the _ rugged 
coast, from ° San Diego to Vancouver, 
may be found. the broken, battered 
and decaying hullg of vessels that 
were caught in the. merciless: . grasp 
of a storm~and blown ashore, Prac- 
tically all of :these. have’ beem ac; 
counted for, though some were 
stranded in the long ago. But there 
is one whose identity, destination and 
purpose remains a‘niystery.. This is 
the “Beeswax” ship. “No other name 
can be given this unknown craft, be- 
cause no other name has ever been 
found for it. As far back ‘as the 
carly fifties, whon the® first, white 
settlers reached that rugged coast 
section of northern Oregon, near the 
mouth of the Nehalem River, there 
was found, embedded in the” Heuch 
sands, considerable “quantitics of pure 
beeswax. At first it was believed 
that these were “natural deposits” of 
a substance whose composition and 
character were similar to beeswax. 
As the pioneers had use for it in their 
homes, for one purpose or another, 
they dug all of it they could find, even 
going to the trouble of excavating in- 
to the beach cliffs for a distance of 


‘several miles up and down the coast. 


- Then somebody came upon chunks 
of the beeswax that were so regular 
In form and had such-absolute ap- 
pearance of having been molded, that 
speculation rose as to the source of: 
the stuff. A while later. pieces were 
found that bore the stamp of the mak- 
er. Such letters in combination. as 
“TLH-N” and “I-H-S’’ were plainly. 
traced. About the same time there 
was found a great number of-candles 
of beeswax, many of them with the 
wicks still intact. So it was Known 
positively that the “beeswax depos- 
its” were not “natural deposits” at 
all, but the buried rémains of a ship's 
cargd, 


The name of the ship, whither she 
was bound, from whence she. came, 
are unsolved riddles. For years and 
years efforts have been made to Ilft 
the veil of mystery that hangs over 
the “beeswax, cliffs.” All manner of 
theories have been advanced, tne most 
plausible being that the vessel was a 
Spanish ship, bringing beeswax candl- 
es and other material for worshipping 
purposes and practical use to the 
Spanish ‘missions of the early days. 
She came to grief on the rocky cliffs 
after having made the long journey 
from Spain. Yet it is strange that no 
part of the ship itself, except a few 
bits of teak-wod, have been found. tb 
is as if every part of the Vessel was 
deeply buried by the drifting sands, 
or sent to the bottom of the sea ex- 
cept the quantity of beeswax carried.

On his 
farm he has produced as much as 
189 bushels of oats to the acre and 66 
bushels of wheat to the acre. The 
quality of his oats may be judged 
from the fact that for five years he 
won the premier honors for this crop 
at @he Alberta Provincial Seed Fair. 
He has also been-a regular exhibitor 
and prize winner at the International 
Soil Products Exposition and other 
exhibitions held in the United States. 

It has been Mr. Lucas’ ambition to 
become a good farmer and he has 
spared no efforts to learn all he 
could about his profession.

CABINET SHUFFLE 
DOES NOT BETTER 
THE MINISTRY 


Ottawa Citizen Sees No Added 
Strength in New Appointments. 


Ottawa, January 2—The Morning 
Citizen, commenting on the cabinet 
changes, says: : 

“The shuffle within the cabinet 
announced by the minister yesterday 
is manifestly not intended to streng- 
then the ministry. 
reason appears to be a desire to give 
Hon. Arthur Sifton, whose health is 
not of the best, a department where 
the duties are not over arduous. 

“As a result of General Mewburn’s 
retirement, there are now two .impor- 
tant departments, militia and defense 
and public works, receiving but a 
divided attention; Mr. Calder taking 
over the militia department and Dr. 
Reid being responsible for the public 
works. It was expected that a repre- 
sentative from New Brunswick would 
be brought in to succeed Mr. Carvell, 
but after reconoitring the ground, 
Sir Robert has apparently decided 
that the matter be allowed to stand. 

“Cabinet reorganization, promised 
from time to time, is now likely to 
be left over until the prime minis- 
ter’s return. Under the circumstances, 
this perhaps is the wisest course. Un- 
til the Unionists meet in caucus this 
coming session and decide whether or 
not they are a party, it is difficult to 
get men of well-defined political views 
to enter the administration.”

The Earth’s Interior—Mystery of the 
.Atmosphere—Steam Power Develop- 
ment—Long Distance Heating— 
Telephoning by Light. 


A lawn covered with grass higher 
than ordinary houses is an odd con- 
ception | nthe United States, but *in 
the Journals of Heredity, David Fair- 
child calls attention to such a growth 
about 14 miles from Savannah. It is 
a grove of bamboo, the planting of 
which in America has been so often 
urged. The gpecies is said to be East 
Indian, but the importation is believed 
to have been from China or Japan, 
and the first planting, several \ miles 
away, supplied the first plant for this 
grove in 1890. The bamboo grove is 


e| unlike any other. The dense decidous 


tropical forests of Java and Sumatra, 
the evergreen: fir and spruce forests of 
Canada, the eucalyptus-covered plains 
of Australia, the rainy region jungles 
of Brazil, the date-palm groves of 
Egypt and the fern-tree forests of 
Hawali are all different from each 
other,* but all ‘haye ‘trunks with 
spreading branches or ‘leaves, agree- 
ing with the conventional idea of a 
tree. The bamboo, however, is 
giant grass. It forms a perfect sod of 
xoots, in spring everywhere sending 
up new shoots, which come from the 
ground full-sized—often four inches in 
diameter—and climb upward a foot a 
day to fifty or sixty feet, when they 
send out their delicate branchas of 
thin green leaves. Its chief claim to 
favor rests in its varied utility, as 
geen in the products with which the 
Japanese amaze foreigners. 


THE EARTH’S INTERIOR. - 
From the evidence available, R. D. 


to ‘one per cent. of the radius (or 
twenty to forty miles), has high per- 
manent rigidity, but from unknown 
causes has beeh subject to defor- 
mations, with displacements of as 
much as 10 miles vertically, and 100 
miles horizontally.

MYSTERY OF ATMOSPHERE. 


The sudden virulence of ordinary 
saprophytes, giving rise to wide- 
spread influenza epidemics, suggests 
to a Danish physician some influence 
like a peculiar electrodynamic state 
of the atmosphere. Rheumatism 
and neuralgic pains may be “electric” 
instead of “baromtric,” and it may be 
found possible to give some local con- 
trol over the distressing conditions. 


STEAM POWER DEVELOPMENT. 


The increase in the power and effi- 
clency of steam through improvement 
of the turbine was one of the greatest 
mechanical results of the war. In his 
presidential address to the British 
association, we are reminded by the 
Hon. Sir Charles A. Parsons that the 
engine of James Watt, which gave 
Great Britain its industrial pre-eml- 
nence, consumed from five to seven 
pounds of coal per horsepower hour, 
and for eighty years this prime mover 
led in the greatest- permanent advanc- 
es in material welfare of history. 
Since the middle of the last century, 
however, the utilization of steam has 
been carried much ‘further in the com- 
pound, triple and quadruple expansion 
engines. The turbine now gives still 
greater expansion, and in recent de- 
velopment has, been brought to high- 
est efficiency by more accurate curva- 
ture of the blades, the raising of the 
peripheral velocity of the blades near- 
ly to that of the impinging steam, and 
details of construction reducing leak- 
ages. In turbines of 20,000 to 20,000 
horsepower, 82 per cent. of the, avail 
able energy of steam is now available 
as brake horsepower. With a_ boiler 
efficiency of 85 per cent., the thermo- 
dynamiic efficiency from the fuel to 
the electrical output of the alternat- 
ors has reached 23 per cent., and may 
goon be raised to 28 per cent—a result 
rivalling the efficiency of infernal 
combustion engines. In the 20 years 
before the war turbo-generators had 
increased in size from 500 kilowatts 
to 25,000, and steam consumption had 
fallen from 17 pounds per kilowatt- 
hour to 10.3. In the same period, the 
engine-power in the mercantile mar- 
ine had risen from the 3,900 of the 
King Edward to ‘75,00 in the Maure- 
tania. In the royal navy, the engines 
of battleships prior to the war had in- 
creased from 12,000 horsepower to 
30,000 horsepower, while speed had 
advanced from 17 to 23 knots; and 
during the war, in the Queen E[liza- 
beth class, the horsepower amounted 
to 75,000, with a speed of 25 knots. 
Cruisers showed similar advances. 
During the war, the horsepower ob- 
tained with geared turbines in the 
Courageous class was 10,000, with a 
speed of 32 knots, and in destroyers 
39 knots was reached. The world’s 
aggregate horsepower of war «and 
mercantile turbined vessels is now 
about 35,000,000.

TELEPHONING BY LIGHT. 


Speech has now. been clearly trans- 
mitted at least a mile and a half on 
a beam of light. The light-telephone 
depends-upon the change in the elec- 
tric resistance of a selenium cell, and 
acts through reflection to this cell of 
an intermittent beam of light from 
a moca diaphragm vibrated by ‘the 
voice, the vibrations varying the re- 
sistance and reproducing the sounds 
in the telephone in the circuit with the 
cell. With his photophone or radio- 
phone of 40 years ago,’Dr. A. Graham 
Bell sent spoken words to the se- 
lenium receive a few hundred feet 
away by a light ray broken up by a 
rotating perforated disc.’ In the ap- 
paratus lately described by A. C. 
Rankin to the physical society of 
London, the’ ‘vibrations of the dia- 
phragm’ beneath the operator's 
mouthpiece are reproduced in a small 
concave mirror, which receives sun- 
light or arc-light concentrated by a 
lens and split up by a grid with one- 
tenth inch spaces between the _ bars, 
andythe reflected light is passed to 
another mirror fitted with a second 
grid, then to the seleninm cell at the 
receiving station. When at rest, the 
bands of ligh of one grid exactly fit 
between the bars of the other, the 
maximum illumination being passed. 
As a person speaks into the mouth- 
piece the bands of light play across 
the grid bars and spaces, magnifying 
the efiect on the selenium cell. 


VARIABLE MARBLES. 


In its test of 52 dixerent types of 
marbles, the U.S. bureau of standards 
has found the comprehensive strength 
of the dry material to range between 
7,850 and 50,268 pounds per square 
inch. Wet specimens were usually 
somewhat weaker, and in a few in- 
stances loss af strength from soaking 


was as freat as 25 per cent. After 
30 freezings and thawings,- most 
specimens were much weakened, 


though some were little aflected, while 
a few were actually strengthened. The 
electrical resistance varies so greatly 
that care is necessary in selecting’ 
material for switchboards. Marbles 
expand irregularly on heating and 
part of the increase is permanent.

DWVORCE IN ALBERTA 


A new reflection on social’ life _ in. 


Alberta has come into prominence this 
year and is taken note of in the follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

July 3.—The Imperial Privy Council 
decides that the provincial stpreme 
court may grant divorces, judicial sep- 
arations and hear applig¢ations for the 
nullification of marriage, 

Commenting on the result of this 
decision of supreme legal authority, 
an editorial in The Journal of Decem- 
bar 12 says: - 

“Every day sees an average of two 
divorce actions filed in the supreme 
court of Alberta. It. is obvious that 


in the near future some one with al. 


statistical bent will appear with the 
annual figures, and a startling parallel 


will be drawn between the five thous-} 


and yearly marriages, and the sjx hun- 
dred applications for divorce, The 
resultant average of one in eight will 
provide something/of a shock to those. 
who do not realize the circumstances. 

To date there has not been a divorce 
action defended in the province, and 
only in one, or two exceptional ‘ in- 
staces has there been any statement 
of defense filed. Many of the present 
cases have been held for years; in 
many of the actions the defendants 
have disappeared utterly. The present 
number represents the increment of 
the last twenty years, and every ac- 
tion filed to date has been based on 
the gravest of statutory offenses.”
